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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an appHcation for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 4-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Aruga et al. (U.S. 
6,429,896). 

Regarding claim 4, Aruga '896 discloses an image processing system (Fig. 3) comprising 
an image information generating apparatus (i.e., Fig. 3, the elements 17 and 25), and an 
information processing apparatus (i.e., the element 7) for processing image information from 
said image information generating apparatus (25/17), said image information generating 
apparatus (25/17) comprising event information transmitting means (i.e., Fig. 3, the elements 
14/23) arranged to transmit event information (i.e., noted the resolution information transmitted 
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from the camera 25 as discussed in Fig, 10 and col. 8, lines 5+) indicating the type of a process 
executed in said image information generating apparatus (25/17); 

said information processing apparatus (7) comprising processing request transmitting 
means arranged to transmit a processing request to said image information generating apparatus 
in accordance with the event information (i.e., the resolution information) transmitted from said 
event information transmitting means (i.e., see Figs. 8-10; col. 7, lines 10 - col. 8, lines 40). 

Regarding claim 5, Aruga '896 discloses v^herein said event information includes 
information indicating a change (i.e., noted the change of resolution) in an image stored in said 
image information generating apparatus (i.e., noted the memory elements 20, 21 and 22), and 
said processing request includes a request for the image stored in said image information 
generating apparatus (i.e., noted the image request as shown in Figs. 8-10). 

Regarding claim 6, Aruga '896 discloses wherein said image information generating 
apparatus is a digital camera for capturing and storing an image (i.e., noted the digital camera 25 
as shown in Fig. 3). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3 and 7-8 are considered allowable over the prior art of records.
